St John’s College 
“In Thy Light Shall We See Light” 


Located on the bank of the Red River, St John’s College was the first anglophone institution of higher education 
in Western Canada. Robert Machray, Bishop of Rupert's Land, opened the College in 1866. It was the successor 
to the Red River Academy and to a college and collegiate school established in 1849 by David Anderson, first 
Anglican Bishop of Rupert's Land. 


In 1877, St John’s College joined with St Boniface College and Manitoba College to establish the University of 
Manitoba. The College relocated to the Fort Garry Campus in 1958 and here continues a tradition of higher 
education and training for ministry.
